premiums on an insurance policy of 
$25,000 on his own life. He also declared 
he was indebted $10,000 to his daughter, 
Mabel Tebbetts. 


This information is contained in an 


answer to a suit filed recently by the 


Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. in or- 


cer to determine whether the policy 
shall be paid to Tebbetts or to his trus- 


tee in bankruptcy, Emerson 8. Foote. 
The defendants in the suit are Foote, 
Tebbetts, Arthur P. de Camp, appointed 
joint trustee with Tebbetts of Mrs. 
Breck’s estate in her will; Mabel Teb- 
betts and Tebbetts’ grandchildren, Lewis 
Tebbetts Breck, Letitia Breck and Bar- 
bara Breck. 


Tebbetts declares that in February, 
1909, he assigned the insurance policy 
to himself and to De Camp, as trus- 
tees of. the estate, to secure loans he 
had made from it to pay his insurance 
premiums. He seeks to have the pol- 
icy, which matured a year ago, paid to 
himself and, De Camp for the Breck 
estate. 

Foote also filed an answer, in which 
he attacked the validity of the assign- 
ment of the policy to Tebbetts and De 
Camp, and urged that the money be 
paid to him for the benefit of Teb- 
betts’ creditors. 

The insurance company says it is 
ready to pay the insurance, but holds 
that the amount due is $23,390, instead 
of $25,000, which is the sum named by 
both Foote and Tebbetts.

MAJOR LOSES SUIT TO 
OUST 16 RAILROADS 


Supreme Court Sustains Demur- 
rer-to Action to Force @ 


2-Cent Fare. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 9.—The Su- 
preme Court en banc today sustained a 
demurrer to the quo warranto proceed- 


ings instituted by Attorney-General Ma- 
jor against 16 main line railroads to 
oust them from the State on the ground 
they were violating the 2-cent passenger 
and maximum freight laws. 

This suit was begun by Major when 
the session of the Forty-fifth General 
Assembly was in progress and while 
Gov. Hadley was trying to obtain a 
compromise, pending the Federal litiga- 
tion on the 2%-cent rate. 7

Justice Trying Him for Con- 
tempt Says Lawyer Demanded, 
Not Requested, Delay. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—John Mitch- 


ell’s trial for contempt of court, in 
which he was involved with Samuel 
Gompers and Frank Morrison, officials 
of the American Federation of Labor 
in connection with the Buck’s Stove 
and Range boycott, took on a dramatic 


touch at the hearing today. 

Mitchell appeared to be criticising Jus- 
tice Wright, before whom he is on trial, 
and the Justice had displayed some im- 
patience with his critic. 

“Let me explain this,” said 
“IT have much in my heart, 
never have said, which has, perhaps, 
no place in these proceedings. At the 
time I was summoned to Washington 
to appear before this Court for judg- 
ment, I faced a long term in prison. It 
was on the day before Christmas eve. 
I was living in New York. I had not 
seen my family and children, who were 
in Illinois, for two months. I had 
bought and packed in my grip toys 
and gifts for my children. I was sum- 
moned to Washington to receive my 
sentence. I asked that the decision be 
fpostponed. It was not. I was brought 
here and sentenced. 

Says He Felt Outraged. 

“IT had merely done what I believed 
was my right under the Government 
my father had sought to uphold. So 
when I appeared and was sentenced, 
and discussed it afterward, I could not 
attempt to and did not disguise my 
feelings at being sentenced on the day 
before Christmas and I felt outraged 
that I did not receive the same con- 
Sideration that would have been given 
to the worst offender in the land.”’ 

‘Mr. Mitchell,” interrupted Justice 
Wright, ‘“‘you have shown some bitter- 
ness toward the Court for the manner 
in which you were sentenced. What 
reason have you for believing that the 
Court knew of your request for a post- 
ponement?”’ 

“I wrote to the President of the 
American Federation of Labor 
asked it,’’ replied Mitchell. ‘‘T supposed 
that my request_had been conveyed to 
the Court.” 

“No request was conveyed to the 
Court,” replied the Justice, “It came as 
«a demand. There was an atmosphere of 
antagonism about it. It was a demand 
from the vice-president of the American 
Federation of Labor for a postponement.

Compromise Likely on Capital 
of Republic, Serious Fighting 
Thought to Be Over.

SHANGHAI, China, Feb. 9.—Tang Shao 


Yi, the representative of Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai, today declared that he was 
confident that the abdication of the 
throne would be an accomplished fact 
before Feb. 18. There appears to be 
less confidence now than there hitherto 
has been that Yuan Shi Kai will be 
selected for the presidency of the re- 
publie. 

On the other hand, the name of Gen. 
Li Yuen Heng, present vice-president, 
is mentioned, it is possible that 
he may be selected. 

The draft of the proposed magna 
charta of the new Chinese republic has 
heen completed by Dr. Wu Ting Fang, 
the Minister of Justice in the Republican 
Cabinet, and now awaits the approval 
of the Senate at Nanking. The docu- 
ment provides for a presidential term of 
five years, but the Senate probably will 
make the first term only one year. 

It is thought that a compromise may 
be reached on the question of the future 
capital of China. President Sun Yat 
Fen, however, asserts positively that 
Nanking will be selected, although he 
admits that an ajfeement may be made 
to keep Pekin provisionally as the nom- 
inal capital.

REBER TOGNORE 
COMPLAINT ABOUT 
BRIDGE APPROACH 


Engineer in Charge Admits All of 
Specifications Have Not 
Been Followed. 





PILE DRIVING CRITICISED 


Construction Superintendent As- 
serts Those Driven Rest 
on Solid Rock. 





President Reber of the Board of 
Public Improvements does not take 
Seriously complaints that have been 
made in letters to him and others 
that the specifications are being 
violated in the construction of the 
concrete pile work of the Western 
approach of the free bridge, although 
the engineer in charge of the work 
admits that he hag been given per- 
mission to disregard the _ specifica- 
tions. 

“As much as T have seen of it, the 
job seems to be getting along all 
right,’’ Reber said Friday. 

He was asked if a No. 2 steam 
hammer was being used instead of a 
“oo. 1 hammer, as is alleged and ada- 
mitted. “Oh, I don’t care how the 
piles are driven,” he said. 

He added that he would pay no at- 
tention to anonymous letters, but if 
anyone had any complaint to make 
and would come to his office and 
make it, the complaint would be 
heard, 

The letter says the piles are experi- 
ments and no provision is made for 
jetting them as the specifications re- 
quire. It also alleges that a No. 2 
steam hammer is being used instead of 
a No. 1, and that some of the piles are 
several feet short because of their heads 
having been demolished. 

S. W. Bowen, chief engineer for Bren- 
neke & Fay, in charge of the construc- 
tion of the bridge, said he has been 
given permission to use a No. 2 hammer 
and change the length of the piles. He 
denies that the piles are experimental, 
declaring they have been used by the 
Burlington Railroad since 1907 and by 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion for several years. The use of the 
No. 2 hammer, he says, is only for con- 
venience and the piles have been driven 
to the solid rock. 


DEMOCRATS RAISE 
TARIFF ON LUXURIES 


Chemical Schedule Increases 
Duty on Perfume, Cuts It on 








Necessaries. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Demo- 
cratic bill to revise the chemical sched- 
nle of the tariff will be presented to cau- 
cus next week. 

The Ways and Means Committee has 
decided to report it ahead of the pro- 
posed revision of the sugar tariff. Con- 
sideration of the measure in the House 
probably will follow the disposition of 
the military and agriculture appropria- 
tion bill. 

The chemical schedule, as it comes 
from the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, will con- 
tain a number of increases in duties 
upon articles classified as luxuries, such 
as perfumes, fancy soaps and toilet wa- 
ters. 

Upon many articles of more common 
use, including component parts of paints 
and industrial formulas, the rates have 
been cut.

Story From Father. 
RECALLS FATAL CHRISTMAS 
Lighthouse Keepers Were Deep 


Crashed on Rocks. 





PARIS, Feb. 9.—The strange romance 
of a foundling of the sea _ has 
just been revealed by a reel of red 
tape in the investigation of the award 


of a Carnegie medal by President Fal- 
lieres to Noel Lambezellec, a fisherman, 
21 years old, who saved eight lives last 
March. Some busykody wrote to the 
committee of the fund that Jan Lam- 
bezellec, Noel’s father, was a bachelor, 
and that the reward had been received 
under false pretenses. So a committee 
was sent down to Brest to ask old Jan 
why he had declared that Noel was his 
son, and then old Jan told his story. 

“Yes,’’ said the old man. “I am a 
bachelor. But Noel is my son, though I 
have never married and his mother is 
the sea. Yes, the sea which washed 
Belle Isle lighthouse away. 20 years ago, 
before it was the great building it is 
now, and when it was not on Belle Isle 
itself, but on the spit of rock which 
disappeared in the queer weather three 
years back. 

“We used to call it Happy Island, 
Goulvec and I, because life was dull 
there. A bit of a building 60 feet high 
on a bit of bare rock in the sea, a 
small room for Goulvec and me, just 
under the lamp, with the lamp to look 
and, when it was foggy (nine 
months in the 12, you know), a great bell 
to ring till the weather cleared up. That 
Was our life on Happy Island. 


A Christmas Eve Quarrel. 

“Twenty-one years ago, Christmas 
eve, Goulvec and I quarreled. A quar- 
rel between two men who live in one 
smal] room where their noses rub as 
they sit at supper is no amusing thing. 
We. had not spoken since morning. Our 
fire was drooping because neither of 
us would look after it, and we sat there 
on Christmas eve and thought about the 
little church on land here, with the 
manger and the plaster statues of the 
kings in blue and gold, the ox, the ass, 
St. Joseph, Mother Mary and the Baby, 
with the gifts around Him. 

“Goulvec had a wife and two ¢hil- 
dren at home. My only home was 
Happy Island.

We were not actually hungry, but our 
last meal or two had not been festive 
and we had no more tobacco. We sat 


ed in silence. 

“The sea moaned and lashed the rock, 
and the wind whistled and swore at us 
outside, but I remember thinking that 
the night was very still and wondering 
whether when 12 o’clock struck we 
should hear the church bells from shore. 
We sometimes did, and last Chrustmas 
old Goulvec and I had kissed like wom- 
en when the bells rang out, and had 
touched glasses to the wife and lads on 
shore. 


Duty Call Ends Anger. 

‘Suddenly we sprang up and listened. 
There had been a crash on the rock out- 
side. ‘Stay here and see to the fire,’ I 
said. ‘It’s my watch. I'll go down.’ 
‘Be careful comrade,’ said old Goulvec, 
and touched my shoulder as I left the 
room. We were not talkative men and 
our quarrel Was over. There was some- 
thing in danger outside. 

“It wasS no easy matter to get down. 
The staircase was slippery, and the wind 
and sea were high. As for the stones, 
they were like ice, and it was not an 
easy thing to get out to the point where 
I heard something tapping. There was 
a bit of a boat there, and I marvelled 
that it held together. 1 was so startled 
though, by what I saw in it that I for- 
got to look, as I ought to have looked, 
for her ship’s name and number. 

“There was a bundle in the cockle- 
shell, and the bundle wailed in a queer 
little highpitched voice, which I heard 
quite distinctly above the wind and the 
lashing of the sea. I have always mar- 
veled how I got it out of the boat with- 
out drowning myself. But I did get it 
out, and the boat went to pieces as I 
stumbled back to the lighthouse. 

‘***Comrade,’ I said, as I pushed the 
door open and blinked at the brightness 
inside, ‘comrade, poke up the fire.

But it was only a baby 
boy whom the sea had washed up to 
our doorstep, and we called him Noel. 
As Goulvec had lads and a wife of his 
own, we agreed that the child should be 
mine. And because he came at Christ- 
mas time, I named him Noel (French 
for Christmas.) 


“But luck never comes alone,” he went 
on. “The wind changed a few minutes 
later, and the fire burned up more 
brightly. We fed Noel on milk—lucky 
we had any—taking turns to hold the 
child and the spoon. We rang the bell 
that night without remembering whose 
turn it was, and we pretended (for 
lonely men have to play at pretending 
games like children do when they are 
cheerful) that the fog-bell was really 
the church bell. 

“Little Noel opened eyes like early 
pansies up into my face. ‘Don’t cry into 
his milk, you fool,’ growled Goulvec,

years.

| THE ST. LOUIS TELEPHONE PROBLEM 


In addition to the question of cost and main- 
tenance of the local plant and operating charges, 
other factors must be considered in any efficient 
measure to obtain proper rate schedules from the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri in St. Louis. 

The local company is one of nine Bell com- 
panies, operating all over the country, and all 
controlled by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., which controls the Western 
Union Telegraph CQ. Recéntly 150 Western Union 
oftices have been merged into telephone offices. 
The A. T. and T. Co. has acquired 39 independent 
texephone companies, and in every instance raised 
the rates to subscribers. This it did, for examp'), 
i: Hutchinson, Emporia and Wichita, Kan., in 
Danville and Monmouth, IIl., in Iowa Vity, Mar- 
shalltown and Des Moines, lo. 

The added profits it extorts in these 39 cities 
will, of course, be avaiiabie for the purchase or 
the crushing out of competing telephone com- 
panies anywhere in the United States. 

The inefficiercy of the Bell service in £t. Louis 
is due, primarily, to inadequate equipment, the 
local concern having neglected to install up-to-date 
apparatus, such as is required in other cities, and 
without which good service is a physical impossi- 
bility. 

Furthermore, the toll rates from St. Louis to 
other cities need investigating, unless rates in 
other places are misguiding. For instance, a five- 
minute conversation from St. Louis to Detroit, 
500 miles, costs $4.55, while from San, Francisco 
to Salt Lake, 791 miles, five minutes of non-trust 
telephone talk costs only $1.50. Five minutes 
from St. Louis to Chicago, 285 miles, costs $2.50, 
but from Reno to Salt Lake, 575 miles, one may 
talk five minutes for $1. Indianapolis is 252 miles 
from St. Louis; five minutes by Bell telephone 
costs $2.05; yet from Sacramento to Salt Lake, 
709 miles, the fee for the same length of conver- 
sation is but $1.35. The St. Louisan who talks 
five minutes over a Bell phone to Jefferson City, 
125 miles, must pay $1.05, white a Sacramento 
man can talk to his Reno friend for five minutes 
for only 35 cents over 134 miles of wire. 

What St. Louis should have is the best possible 
service, and the rate for that service regulated so 
uuat the teleph-ne company’s returns do not ex-

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MONDAY’S PRIMARY FARCE. 

Primaries for the election of 216 delegates to 
the Joplin convention will be held in St. Louis 
Monday. The Democratic City Committee arbi- 
trarily refused to permit this election to be held 
with the safeguards of law and under the super- 
vision of the Municipal Election Commission, on 
which the party has two representatives. 

Of the 28 city committeemcn, 25 prepared the 
slate of Clark delegates for the‘r wards. Twernty- 
three of the 25 put their own names on the 
slate and will be found running Monday in Mr. 
Clark’s interest. There was a reason why these 
committeemen wentc? to supervise in person or 
by proxy the primary in which they themselves 
will be candidates and to pass on the qualifica- 
tiors of those who come to vote. There was a 
reason why they wanted to count the  baiiots 
which will determine whether themselves have 
been elected. There was a-reason why they 
wanted it whollv within their own power, and 
not within that of any disinterested authority, to 
certify te the credentials on which their own 
title to seats in the convention must rest.

As “Taxes” says; before making any loan, A 
owns an unencumbered farm worth $20,000.

Now according to “Taxes” 
we have the farm still subject to $20,000 taxation 
and a mortgage subject to $10,000 taxation, total 
$30,000.

Of course it 
is. This would make $40,000 subject to taxation 
where only $30,000 existed.

They have to when it is invested in real 
estate,

therefore eliminate the taxation of mortgages.

Referring to the letter written by One Who 
Knows, which appeared in a recent issue, con- 
cerning oleomargarine, it is evident that this 
writer's knowledge regarding this subject is 
limited or his attitude would be entirely dif- 
ferent. Asa matter of fact there is practically no 
colored butterine sold in the city of St. Louis 
by the manufacturer direct as the tax imposed by 
the Government does not permit them to compete 
with the butter combine, or illegitimate competi- 
tion in the form of the middleman, commonly 
termed the “doper,” who buys the uncolored oleo, 
in most instances a very cheap product, gives it 
the color of butter and in numerous cases palms 
it off on the unsuspecting customer as creamery 
butter. The Government, of course, is the 
loser, as it is unable to collect any tax. If 
this unjust tax were removed and a legitimate 
tax imposed on colored goods it would eliminate 
the “doper” and be a direct blow to the powerful 
butter combine, as they could not exist in competi- 
tion with colored oleomargarine.

Soak the gelatin in cold water. Heat 
pineapple, add sugar, lemon juice and 
soaked gelatin; chill In a pan of ice 
water. When it begins to thicken fold in 
the whip from the cream, mold and chill. 
Good double cream should about doubie 
in whipping. This recipe should make 
about six cups of cream after it is 
whipped. One-half of this recipe is suf- 
ficient for a small family dessert. Or- 
anges or peaches may be substituted for 


the pineapples. 
P ea Soup-—One cup dried split peas, 
two and one-third quarts cold wa- 
ter, one pint milk, small piece fat salt 
pork, three tablespoonfuls butter, two 
tablespoonfuls flour, one and one-half 
tcaspoonfuls salt, one-eighth teaspoon- 
ful pepper. 

Pick over the peas and wash thor- 
oughiyv. Soak over night. Simmer with 
the pork until tender and rub 
through a seive. Cook together the 
butter and flour and add to the pea 
puree. Season with the onion, salt, 
pepper and butter and stir in the milk 
as desired. The water in ‘vhich ham or 
corned beef has been cooked may be 
added.

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TAXED KANSANS 
PAY UP FAST 
WHEN CALLED 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., Feb. 3.—Delin- 
quent personal property taxes are being 





paid up at the rate of $1000 a day, as the 


result of crastic action taken by the 
Sheriff of Wyandotte County. When the 
period of grace expired the Sheriff and 
his deputies started out with three mov- 
ing vans and in a few hours the wagons 
returned to the courthouse loaded with 
office and household furniture worth, in 
each case, more than the amount of de- 
linquent taxes. - 

There were 2200 tax assessments delin- 
quent for 1911 and ‘about five thousand 
Others dating as far back as 1903. The 
taxes in each case ranged from §$1 to 
$1500. Eacn wagon deputy was furnished 
With a list of delinquents. When per- 
sons promised to pay up immediately 
nothing was seized, but where the de- 
linquent taxpayer was ugly about it the 
deputies didn’t wait\|for promises of any 
kind. They just estimated how much 
furniture would be |/needed to bring at 
auction the amount of the taxes and 
loaded it on the wagon and went their 
Way. 

Beds, chairs and desks, being easy to 
appraise, were seized first. In one office 
4&4 handsome leather couch, which was 
used by the bachelor occupant, a law- 
yer, was taken. Several firms, who dis- 
puted tax assessments and feared a visit 
from the Sheriff, obtained restraining 
orders in court.

Visit to Berlin.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—In ministerial 
circles it is believed that a big stroke 


of diplomacy is about to be made, 
and that it concerns England’s rela- 
tions with Germany. Public an- 
nouncement of it is expected when 
Parliament meets next week. The 
tone of Emperor Wiliam’s speech 
strengthens this impression, while 
the comments of the Paris newspapers 
show that England’s rapprochement 
with Germany is feared there. Such 
a stroke of diplomacy would be the 
biggest achievement of Premier As- 
quith’s regime and an inestimable 
boon to both England and Germany. 

War Minister Haldane, who went to 
Berlin after Wednesday’s cabinet 
meeting after a special audience 
with King George, has long been on 
friendly terms with Emperor William, 
has numerous influential friends in 
Germany, both scientific and political, 
has written much on German institu- 
tions and philosophy, possesses 
marked diplomatic talents, is a sin- 
cere lover of peace, and altogether 
is such an emissary as might be sent 
on a mission to lay the foundation 
of Anglo-German amity. 

Task Is Difficult. 

It has been. rumored that. at the 
close of the parliamentary = session 
Viscount Haldane was to be entrusted 
with such a mission, but an official 
denial followed. 

The difficulties of the task at this 
moment are enormously increased by the 
fiercely provocative campaign being car- 
ried on by the Jingo press here and in 
Germany over the sentence of Bertrand 
Stewart. His father, with conspicuous 
patriotism, appealed to the newspapers 
in London making his son’s treatnient 
the ground for further embittering the 
Anglo-German relations. 

They ignored this appeal, and now he 
beseeches them again, in his son's in- 
terest, to avoid further comment. 

On the mere assumption that Viscount 
Haldane is not intrusted with a peace 
commission, the Jingo press tere pub- 
lishes a statement intended to prejucice 
his work, by representing that the Brit- 
ish Government is willing to make hu- 
miliating sacrifices in its anxiety for 
Germany's friendship. 

King Desires Peace. 

King George keenly desires to secure 
peace, and the responsible Conservative 
leaders wouid hesitate to oppose a set- 
tlernent, but bad feeling is kept alive hy 
the violent talk of the _ irresvensible 
ones.
